W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 8— [Special]—It 
is Slid ta a l a secret nuclei standing 
has been entered into by a num ber ol 
senators to block any action on any 
tariff or financial reform bill this ses­ 
sion. 
The house w ent into a commit­ 
tee of the whole on the currency bill 
this morning. 
Libby of Pennsylvania 
spoke in opposition, strongly denounc­ 
ing President Cleveland 
In the demo­ 
cratic caucus yesterday, on the straijfht 
question as to the adoption of the sub­ 
stitute currency bill the vote was 81 
to 59. 
There were only 152 democrats 
In the caucus, there being upwards of 
three score and ten absentees. If fifty- 
nine men who voted against the Car­ 
lisle scheme in the caucus take the 
same course in the house they together 
w ith the republicans would be able to 
defeat it. 
Several of them, however, 
Although they oppose the bill in caucus, 
will not do so in the house. 
The ques­ 
tion a t issue therefore is as to the stand 
which w ill be taken by the seventy 
odd democrats who did not attend Hie 
caucus. Chairman Springer declared 
nearly all the absentees will vote for 
the bill, although not having attended 
the caucus, because they were perfect­ 
ly willing to abide by its decision. 
The fate of the measure in the house 
will be decided only when the final 
vote is taken at the end of the week. 
In the caucus the bill offered by 
Representative Sperry of Connecticut, 
providing for the funding of 
the 
greenbacks into low 
rate 
popular 
bonds, was defeated by a vote of 70 to 
I 3. 
The session wras a long one and 
speecnes were made by Speaker Crisp 
and Representatives Bland, Springer, 
Cox, Richardson, 
Cochran, Coombs, 
Bailey, Coffeen, W ashington, Bryan, 
Livingston, Sperry, Johnson of Ohio, 
and others. 
As a result of its action the commit­ 
tee on rules will bring in a resolution 
to-day providing for a special rule 
giving up this day to genital de

vote Satur­ 
day afternoon. 
The fight against 
the Carlisle scheme of the party will

W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 8.—The senate 
adjourned shortly after 3 o’clock yes­ 
terday as a mark of respect to the 
memory of Representative Post of Illi­ 
nois, who died Sunday.

Senator Mitchell of Ore­ 
gon 
made 
a 
great 
speech 
in

He first took up the point made 
by Senator Turpie th a t the bill was 
unconstitutional and made a strong 
argument.

Michigan, who suffered loss by reason 
of the severe forest fires of the last 
autumn. 
The bill has already passed 
the house. 


P o r t s m o u t h , Ohio, Jan. 8—Over a 
hundred thousand ties belonging to 
the Erie road got away in the Tygart 
river. 
Tnirty thousand dollars will 
about cover the loss. 


P i t t s b u r g , Pa., Jan. 8.—Pittsburg 
had a scare yesterday. 
The heavy 
rains of the last forty-eight hours 
swelled the Monongahela and Alle­ 
gheny rivers to flood height. 
Only 
twenty-five feet of w ater is expected. 
This is about eight feet less than the 
last flood four years ago. 
Over fifty 
boats were swept from their moorings 
along the Monongahela river, 
A num ­ 
ber of barges loaded with coal and 
w orth 810,000 each sank. 
Many mills 
had to close on account of the water 
getting into the fly wheel pits. 
The 
Carrie furnace, the 
Pittsburg wire 
works, and the Braddock wire works 
at Braddock, were also compelled to 
close. 
Along the river fronts and in the 
low lands of Allegheney dozens of 
families were compelled to move from 
the lower part of their houses into 
upper rooms. 
By noon the waters are 
expected to subside. 
Twelve million 
bushels of coal will then be started 
south. 
The steam er Tillie was sunk 
at McKeesport, but no lives were lost 
The flood has done its worst as far 
as Pittsburg and points above on both 
rivers are concerned. 
W hat further 
damage may be done will be below. 
The 
Monongahela 
here 
registers 
tw enty-three feet and 
rising 
very 
slowly. 
The 
best 
river 
authori­ 
ties agree in 
placing the 
highest 
stage at twenty-six 
feet. 
Advices 
from all of the up river points show 
that the w ater is either receding or 
about stationary. 
The heaviest indi­ 
vidual loss so far reported was th at at 
McKeesport, where fifty coal barges 
were carried from the docks and down 
the river, entailing a loss of between 
835,000 and 840,000. 
Beaver, Pa., reports that the coffer 
at the new government dam just be­ 
low Vanport has been swept away 
w ith considerable money damage and 
the loss of one life. 
The most serious 
damage in the Allegheny will be done 
to the government work at ll erns Isl­ 
and, where the new dam is now in course 
of construction. 
The w ater is now 
over the coffer dams and it is likely 
th at all of the work will be destroyed. 
The low ground in Etna and Sharps­ 
burg is 
submerged. 
The railroads 
both east and west are being troubled. 
Trains were delayed by landslides at 
Ben Avon and at Connellsville.

The Chafing Dish Two Thousand Years Old. 
W omen who first prized their chafing 
dishes for their convenience are now 
feeling an added pleasure in using a 
utensil that has a history at least of 
2,000 years. They refer to what Seneca 
paid of them and quote Soyer’s descrip­ 
tion of those used by the ancient Greeks 
aud Romans. 
The dish is also referred 
to by Cicero and is supposed to be the 
“ authepsa, ” a kind of saucepan of Co­ 
rinthian brass of considerable value 
and made with such art that its con­ 
tents cooked instantly and with little 
fire. 
This simple aud ingenious vessel 
possessed a double bottom, tile upper­ 
most one holding the light delicacies 
destined for the dessert, and the fire 
was underneath. 
Another author says: 
“ Not only did the chafing dish adorn 
the tables at royal banquets and con 
tribute to the gastronomic enjoyments 
of the rich, but it was in high favor 
then, as now, among the representa­ 
tives of the histrionic art. Pliny relates 
that the tragic actor, Esopus, had a dish 
worth 1,000 sesterces.”

dish was known in America as early as 
1720, at about which time it is recorded 
that a wealthy father, wishing to give 
his daughter “ a truly elegant wedding 
outfit,” ordered for her from England, 
among other things, “ six small brass 
chafing dishes, I shilling? apiece. ”

o u t and on fo r m any a m ile, sh ooting 
dow n th e Sepo3rs as we w ent.

som ew hat suspected tro u b le and b e­ 
come suspicious of o u r servants.

view w ith m y fath e r, w ho w as ed ito r 
of th e D elhi G azette.

posed to come veiled, so th a t no one 
m ight recognize him , b u t m y m o th er 
insisted on being present, and th e in ­ 
terview did n o t tak e place.

ing over h is w ife and child, we have 
never seen.

Men have becom e 
gray in fro n t of sudden an d u nexpected 
peril, and in an cien t day s so m uch w as 
courage a m a tte r of heroics and m ere 
in stin ct th a t w e read in im m ortal verse 
of heroes stru ck w ith panic and fleeing 
before th e enemy7.

Sepoys, w ith th e ir hoarse w ar cry, and 
sw arm ing 
like 
w asps 
aro u n d 
th e 
W ag en treib ers,stru ck no te rro r in to th e 
brave m an ’s heart. 
His heroism w as 
u o t th e m ere eb u llitio n of despair, b u t, 
like th a t of his w ife, calm an d w ise; 
[stan d in g u p rig h t th a t he m ig h t use his 
[arm s b e tte r.” 
As an incident w ill som etim es m ore 
[im press one th an a g e n e ra lity of s ta te ­ 
m ent, I p resen t th e flight of th is ene 
{family from D elhi m erely to illu strate 
Ithe d esperations of th e tim es. 
T he 
■fact w as th a t th e Sepojus had tak en 
[possession o f th e city7 of Delhi, and 
[hey w ere, 
w ith all 
th e ir artillery . 


fighting back th e 
E uropeans, 
w ho 
w ere on th e outside. T he city of D elhi 
has a cren u lated w all on th re e sides, 
a w all five and one h a lf m iles long, 
and th e fo u rth side of th e city7 is de­ 
fended by' th e R iver Jum na. 
In addi­ 
tion to these tw o defense > of w all and 
w# er. th ere w ere 40,000 Sepoys, a ll 
arm ed. 
T w elve h u n d red B ritish sol­ 
diers w ere to ta k e th a t city'. 
N ichol­ 
son, th e im m ortal general, com m anded 
them , and y'ou m ust visit his g r vc be­ 
fore you leav > Delhi. 
Ile fell leading 
his troops,

a fte r b eing m o rtally w ounded.

w ill read th is inscription on his tom b: 
“ Jo h n N icholson, w ho led th e a s­ 
sau lt of Delhi, b u . fell in th e h our of 
victory’, m o rtally w ounded, and died 
23d Septem ber, 1857.

W ith w h at gu n s and m en Gen. N ich­ 
olson could m u ster he had laid siege to 
th is w alled city filled w ith devils.
